7. (Currently Amended) A signal embodied in a carrier wave 
comprising a predetermined dedicated text page dedicated to -Ui-e 
exclusiv e— delivery of -sa^ld—inf ormation- s^-j^-v-i^e-s as teletext 
signals, said information including e-mail messages provided by an 
Internet server , said predetermined dedicated text page including 
at least one packet message signal including enc ryp t e-d — t h e 
information and commands for oper ating on - and/o ^— displaying the 
information on a display apparatus in a same format as said 
teletext signals . 

8. (Currently Amended) A- The method as claimed in Claim 2, 
wherein the short message service (SMS) signals are formatted as 
byte stream data package messages.

19. (New) The method as claimed in Claim 4, wherein the 
display apparatus is a television receiver. 
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20. (New) The method as claimed in Claim 4, wherein the client 
is a software module. 

21. (New) The method as claimed in Claim 4, wherein the 
display apparatus is a set -top box. 

22. (New) The method as claimed in Claim 4, wherein the means 
for conditioning the display apparatus in response to the commands, 
use the commands to display the information on said display 
apparatus , 

23. (New) The method as claimed in Claim 5, wherein the 
display apparatus is a television receiver. 

24. (New) A method as claimed in Claim 5, wherein the client 
is a software module. 

25. (New) A method as claimed in Claim 5, wherein the display 
apparatus is a set -top box. 
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
